Dutch government talks start after 
narrow win 


Joran van der Sloot moved 
to cell at prosecutor's office 


AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands - Dutch Liberals began 
informal coalition talks yester¬ 
day but their austere policies 
will mean hard bargaining with 
other parties before a govern¬ 
ment can be formed to bring 
worsening government fi¬ 
nances under control. 

Wednesday’s election gave 
Mark Rutte's right-leaning Lib¬ 
erals a one-seat victory, but 
deep policy differences with 
other parties will likely result 
in long and messy coalition 
talks and possibly a short-lived 
administration. 

The election ousted Chris¬ 
tian Democrat Prime Minister 
Jan Peter Balkenende after 
eight years in office. Geert 
Wilders's anti-immigration 
Freedom Party more than dou¬ 
bled its seats to be the third- 
largest parliamentary group 
and a possible kingmaker. 

Historically it has taken an 
average of 87 days to form a 
Dutch government after an 
election, but lengthy negotia- 


LOS ANGELES, California - 
A 16-year-old girl from Cali¬ 
fornia attempting to sail 
around the world alone has 
gone missing in the Indian 
Ocean after apparently signal¬ 
ing that she was in trouble, 
media reports said yesterday. 

Abby Sunderland was last 
heard from at about 6 a.m. Pa¬ 
cific time (9 a.m. EDT) yester¬ 
day, when she broke off a 
satellite phone call with a 
member of her support team, 
ABC News reported on its 
website. 

"We're still trying to figure 
out the rescue situation," her 
brother Zac told Los Angeles 
radio station KNX. 

"There's two boats headed 
out to her position," he said. 
"One of them is about 40 hours 
out, the other is 48, so right 
now we're just trying to figure 
out if there's any way faster."

Shortly after she ended the

British PM 
pledges help 
to BP over 
oil spill 

KABUL/HOUSTON -British 
Prime Minister David Cameron 
offered yesterday to help deal 
with BP Pic's Gulf of Mexico 
oil spill, saying he would take it 
up with U.S. President Barack 
Obama, as the beleaguered 
company's shares rebounded 
from 14-year lows. 

It was the first time that 
Cameron had spoken publicly 
about the crisis. Cameron, who 
took office in May and is under 
growing pressure domestically 
to stand up for the British en¬ 
ergy company, is due to talk to 
Obama by telephone this 
weekend. 

Obama has been sharply 
critical of BP and the two lead¬ 
ers' conversation will have to 
seek a delicate balance be¬ 
tween domestic pressures and 
long-standing U.S.-British ties. 

BP pleaded for patience 
from Americans frustrated 
about the spill, the worst in 
U.S. history and now in its 
52nd day. 


LIMA, Peru (AP) —Police in 
Peru have moved Joran van 
der Sloot to a cell at the prose¬ 
cutor's office. 

They're getting ready to file 
charges, after what they say 
was a remarkably complete 
confession in the beating and 
strangling death of a 21-year- 
old woman. 

A police chief says, "We've 
practically closed the case." 

The Dutchman was wearing 
a bulletproof vest as he was 
driven less than a mile across 
central Lima during this morn¬ 
ing's rush hour. The police car¬ 
avan was escorted by 
motorcycle officers. 

Joran van der Sloot's con¬ 
fession in the murder of a 21- 
year-old woman — allegedly 
smashing her face and stran¬ 
gling her — was so complete 
that police decided there was 
no need to take him to the 
crime scene for a walkthrough, 
according to Peru's criminal 
police chief. 

Gen. Cesar Guardia said: 
"We've practically closed the 
case. "He's confessed with a 
wealth of details that have 
been corroborated through 
criminal investigative rigor. 

Guardia denied any sugges¬ 
tion that Van der Sloot's con¬ 


fession was forced. He said a 
translator assigned by the 
Dutch Embassy was present, 
as was a state-appointed de¬ 
fense attorney. 

If tried and convicted on 
murder charges, Van der Sloot 
would face from 15 to 35 years 
in prison. 

Van der Sloot is still the 
lone suspect in the disappear¬ 
ance of Alabama teenager Na- 
talee Holloway in Aruba five 
years ago. 

And investigators say the 
FBI paid him $25,000 in a 
sting operation in Aruba last 
month, as they tried to build a 
murder case against him. But 
as agents held off on arresting 
him, he took the money and 
flew to Peru. 

That's where he's now ac¬ 
cused of killing a woman in his 
hotel room. 

"This guy is very intelligent 
but at times has lapses," said 
Guardia. "And the truth is that 
he is not a person in possession 
of all his senses." 

A psychological examina¬ 
tion is pending, he said. 

Van der Sloot is also getting 
plenty to eat, Guardia said. "If 
he wants a steak we give him a 
steak ... If he wants a cigarette 
we give him cigarettes."

The lush, romantic 
homage to the Egyptian city 
starred popular character ac¬ 
tress Patricia Clarkson, who 
traveled to Aruba for the festi¬ 
val, along with Ruba, the 
film’s producer Daniel Iron 
and Ruba’s sister Fadia, who is 
featured in the movie. 

Ms. Clarkson and her col¬ 
leagues declared before their 
audience at the premiere “We 
love Aruba!” She further 
shared her enthusiasm for the 
island and this film during an 
interview with THE MORN¬ 
ING NEWS on Wednesday, in 
the quiet gardens of the Hyatt 
Regency Resort, host hotel for 
the celebrities who have tra¬ 
veled to Aruba for the AIFF, 
such as Richard Gere, Griffin 
Dunne, Guillermo Arriaga and 
Thelma Schoonmaker. 

TMN: In your 4 days on 
Aruba you seem to have deve¬ 
loped quite an enthusiasm for 
the island. How so? 

PC: We arrived on Sunday, 
and it has just been exquisite 
and gorgeous. Oh look - one of 
those beautiful, colorful little 
lizards - Whatever they are, 
geckos? They are adorable; I 
am just crazy about them! 

TMN: We call them “La- 
gadishi”- the bright blue ones 
are “Kododos”- Papiamento is 
a very fun language. 

PC: “Lagadishi’- I like 
that! I LOVE Papiamento - it 
is soooo charming - I make 
people speak it in front of 
me...I just find it so...sooth¬ 
ing. It is just a beautiful sound- 
even the name of it, 
“Papiamento” it has elements 
of what? Italian, Portuguese? 

TMN: What have you been 
doing while here? 

PC: Well, mostly swim¬ 
ming and the beach. We went 
to the private island with the 
flamingoes the other day, it 
was remarkable. They are so 
pink, pink, pink and so 
friendly. We dined at “The Old 
Man and the Sea,” the restau¬ 
rant from Jonathan’s (Vieira, 
who conceptualized the festi¬ 
val) mother, and that was ab¬ 
solutely other-worldly. 

The extraordinary people 
we have met.. .with film festi¬ 
vals, you are always at the 
mercy of the indigenous peo¬ 
ple of the film festival. A festi¬ 
val can only orchestrate so 
much, you are subject to the 
warmth of the local people, 


and the people here are so 
wonderful and sincerely 
friendly. Even this morning, 
the man waiting on me for 
breakfast was so excited be¬ 
cause he had been at the pre¬ 
miere the night before. He told 
me how much he loved my 
film, and that made me happy. 
It sets the mood for the entire 
day. 

TMN: Have you been 
around the Caribbean much? 

PC: I have been to the 
British Virgin Island; but never 
to this part of the world. It was 
a revelation. It is a world I 
have not frequented. Aruba 
truly is a fantasy island. I can 
see why you could come here 
and never want to leave.. .1 get 
that. I am such a New Yorker 
now, even though I was born 
and raised in New Orleans, I 
think they have really hit on 
something here with this festi¬ 
val; something extraordinary, I 
think people will come back. I 
would come back in a heart¬ 
beat. 

TMN: Do you feel “Cairo 
Time” was a departure from 
the films you usually do? It 
isn’t that often you have the 
starring role- is it? 

PC: I think it is rare for a 
woman of a certain age to 
carry a film. It is definitely un¬ 
usual for that. I think it is also 
unusual to see that very subtle 
progression of romance. I 
think it is different and com¬ 
plex to see romance develop¬ 
ing at this age; it is harder won. 
I am thankful to Ruba for let¬ 
ting me carry her film. I have 
done the female lead and great 
parts in the past, but the chal¬ 
lenge was welcome, I was at¬ 
tracted to the story imme- 
immediately. It was astonish¬ 
ing and rare. I have done small 
parts because I loved the 
script, like “Elegy.” I have 
been offered the female lead in 


several films, but I haven’t 
taken them because I didn’t 
like the parts. I have passed on 
the female lead in three films 
in just the last few months, be¬ 
cause I didn’t like the scripts. 
They weren’t character driven. 
“Cairo Time” was just a beau¬ 
tiful script; I immediately re¬ 
sponded to it. 

TMN: Do you plan to re¬ 
turn if there is another festival? 
Would you tell other actors to 
come, bring their films? 

PC: Absolutely! You know, 
it is word of mouth. A festival 
takes off because of word of 
mouth. Those of us here will 
tell other people “Well, you 
have to go to the Aruba film 
festival.” It isn’t that far; only 
a four hour flight from NY- 
Boom! Four hours and you’re 
in Paradise. 

TMN: Do you think that 
film festivals take on a charac¬ 
ter of their own? What do you 
feel is the character of the 
AIFF? 

PC: I agree, most defi¬ 
nitely. Here, I think there is a 
kind of gentleness; it is not 
high-powered and high strung. 
There is a kind of relaxed, lan¬ 
guid, incredibly inviting feel to 
it. A lot of these festivals you 
feel so driven, everyone is so 
stressed. Here, you can come 
and show your film here and 
genuinely relax, and I think 
that is a good thing with all the 
pressures we have in Holly¬ 
wood and this world.

One of world’s most pristine 
coral reefs revealed 


Sony's plans for 3D entertain¬ 
ment began coming together 
on Thursday as the company 
kicks off sales of 3D televi¬ 
sions and begins offering 3D 
games for its PlayStation 3 
console. 

The TVs and games will 
be offered in North America, 
Europe and Japan as part of a 
launch timed to coincide with 
the start of soccer's World 
Cup on Friday. Some of the 
matches played during the 
month-long contest will be 
offered in 3D and those 
broadcasts are hoped to pro¬ 
vide an early push to 3D TV, 
but beyond the World Cup, it 
remains to be seen if the en¬ 
thusiasm for 3D movies like 
Avatar will translate into 
sales 

The focus of Sony's 3D 
push will be the U.S., where 
the company unveiled on 
Wednesday an initial line-up 
of 7 3D TV models. 


Nutrition and sun exposure 
are both prime influences 
on an individual’s vitamin 
D level, but a new study 
suggests that genetics 
could help determine a per¬ 
son’s risk for vitamin D de¬ 
ficiency. 

Fresh indications of a 
genetic component to vita¬ 
min D levels stem from a 
genome analysis con¬ 
ducted by an international 
team of researchers who 
focused on a pool of pa¬ 
tients composed exclu¬ 
sively of white men and 
women of European de¬ 
scent. 

The team’s findings 
were released online June 
9 in advance of publication 
in an upcoming print issue 
of The Lancet. 

Having a sufficient 
amount of vitamin D in the 
body is critical to main¬ 
taining good muscu¬ 
loskeletal health, and could 
possibly have an impact on 
tissue health as well, the 
authors noted in a news re¬ 
lease about the study. 


Two top-end models, a 60- 
inch set that will cost 
US$5,000 and a 52-inch set 
that will cost $4,000, are 
ready to go with glasses and 
a transmitter box needed to 
synchronize the glasses to the 
TV. Five other models, from 
a $3,400 55-inch model to a 
40-inch model that costs 
US$2,100, are ready for 3D 
but require the glasses and 
transmitter to be bought sep¬ 
arately. 

Similar TVs, albeit at 
more expensive prices, are 
also going on sale in Europe 
and Japan. 

Sony also announced 
plans to offer software up¬ 
dates to 4 Blu-ray Disc play¬ 
ers that will add support for 
3D content. Its PlayStation 3 
got 3D gaming support ear¬ 
lier this year and a further up¬ 
grade promised for later this 
year will add 3D Blu-ray 
Disc compatibility. 


To explore the notion 
that people might be genet¬ 
ically predisposed to have 
vitamin D deficiency, the 
team first determined 
blood levels of vitamin D 
in about 34,000 study par¬ 
ticipants. They then con¬ 
ducted a high-tech genetic 
analysis of the same partic¬ 
ipants to locate specific 
common points on their 
genomes that appeared to 
be linked to vitamin D con¬ 
centration levels. 

The researchers were 
able to pinpoint three such 
’’sites,” which were located 
near genes the authors said 
were involved with the 
synthesis of cholesterol, 
vitamin D metabolism and 
vitamin D transport. 

Patients whose particu¬ 
lar genotype — as mapped 
out along these sites — was 
most predisposed to pro¬ 
mote vitamin D deficiency 
were 2.5 times more likely 
to have that deficiency, as 
compared with those 
whose genetic background 
was least disposed to the 


With the 3D hardware 
comes 3D content. 

On Thursday, Sony began 
selling its first 3D games for 
the PlayStation 3. The games, 
which are available via the 
online PlayStation Store, in¬ 
clude "WipEoutHD," "Super 
Stardust HD," "PAIN" and 
"MotorStorm Pacific Rift." 
The first three are full games 
and the latter is a demo ver¬ 
sion. 

Later this month, its first 
Blu-ray Disc, the animated- 
hit "Cloudy with a Chance of 
Meatballs," will be released 
in a package that will include 
a conventional 2D version of 
the movie. 

For U.S. audiences, the 
company is also planning a 
3D TV network with Discov¬ 
ery Channel and IMAX and 
has signed on as a sponsor of 
ESPN's planned 3D sports 
network. 

Sony hopes to sell 2.5 mil¬ 
lion 3D televisions during 
their first year on sale, and a 
successful launch for the for¬ 
mat could mean other gains 
for the company. Sony's con¬ 
sumer electronics, profes¬ 
sional video and TV and 
movie studio businesses 
could all end up with higher 
sales if 3D is embraced by 
consumers. 


problem, according to the 
research team led by Tim¬ 
othy Spector of King’s 
College, London. 

Spector and his col¬ 
leagues from the United 
States, the United King¬ 
dom and Belgium, con¬ 
cluded that their findings 
’’establish a role for com¬ 
mon genetic variants in 
regulation of circulating 
vitamin D concentrations.” 

The authors added that 
the genetic observations 
’’improve our understand¬ 
ing of vitamin D regulation 
and could assist identifica¬ 
tion of a subgroup of the 
white population who are 
most at risk of vitamin D 
insufficiency and who may 
need extra levels of supple¬ 
mentation.” 

They cautioned, how¬ 
ever, that it remains as yet 
unclear whether or not the 
particular genetic sites they 
identified as linked to vita¬ 
min D would similarly 
have an impact on other 
racial and ethnic groups 
besides white Europeans. 


One of the world's most well- 
preserved coral reefs lies near 
the island nation of Kiribati 
in the Pacific Ocean, a new 
study reveals. 

The Millennium Atoll is a 
remote coral atoll - an island 
consisting of a circular coral 
reef surrounding a lagoon - 
that is home to one of the 
world's few relatively pristine 
coral reef ecosystems. The 
atoll belongs to the Republic 
of Kiribati, a tiny island only 
a few miles long and 0.3 
miles (0.5 kilometers) wide. 

"It's one of the most spec¬ 
tacular places I've ever been 
to," said biology graduate 
student Katie Barott of San 
Diego State University, who 
was part of the team that 
studied the atoll. 

Barott and her colleagues 
made a week-long scuba div¬ 
ing and snorkeling excursion 
near the unspoiled coral 
reefs, plunging more than 82 
feet (25 meters) deep, to 
measure the coral cover - the 
number of living coral in a 
given area of the ocean floor 
- which was "phenomenally 
high," at nearly 100 percent, 
Barott said. 

The research team also 
surveyed the fish species 
around Millennium and 
found spectacular examples 
of sharks, wrasse, and bril¬ 
liant blue and green giant 
clams - though the smaller 
version that are only 6 inches 
(15 centimeters) to 1.5 feet 
(0.5 m) long. 

While reefs cover less 
than 1 percent of the ocean 
globally, they are an integral 


part of coastal communities 
because of their high biodi¬ 
versity and the economic 
benefits they provide in 
tourism and protection of 
coastal land from storms. 

The remote nature of Mil¬ 
lennium has allowed it to re¬ 
main one of the few nearly 
pristine coral reef ecosystems 
in the world, but it is impera¬ 
tive that this ecosystem re¬ 
ceives protection from 
human activities so that it 
may survive for future gener¬ 
ations, Barott said. 

Remoteness is a double- 
edged sword, however. While 
Millennium's coral reefs are 
pristine, the entire ecosystem 
is under threat from overfish¬ 
ing of its top predators, such 
as sharks, which could upset 
the balance of the ecosys¬ 
tem's food web. The island is 
so remote that any fishing 
regulations are difficult to 
monitor and enforce. 

As with most coral reefs 
around the world, the lagoon 
communities of Millennium 
may be threatened by climate 
change and associated warm¬ 
ing. If current greenhouse gas 
emission trends continue, 98 
percent of present-day reef 
habitats will be too acidic by 
mid-century for reef growth, 
a 2007 study suggested. Also, 
climate change-related sea 
level rise and disease-spread 
could devastate corals. 

"I’m hoping that by show¬ 
ing people how special this 
place is - by doing scientific 
surveys on the sea life around 
the lagoon - that they will re¬ 
alize their beauty and protect 
them," Barott said.

Green Tea Compound May Fight Leukemia 



Early Study Shows 
EGCG Supplements May 
Delay Need for Chemother¬ 
apy in Some Patients 
Supplements that contain a 
chemical found in green tea 
show promise for delaying or 
preventing the need for 
chemotherapy in people with 
early-stage chronic lympho¬ 
cytic leukemia (CLL). 

The chemical is called epi- 
gallocatechin gallate 

(EGCG). In a small prelimi¬ 
nary studyof 42 CLL pa- 
tientswho took pills 
containing EGCG, about 
one-third showed a 20% or 
greater drop in their leukemia 
cell count that was sustained 
for at least several months. 

Since the patients in the 
study had such early-stage 
disease that most had no 
symptoms, the FDA and the 
researchers agreed that a drop 
in leukemia cell count would 
be used as a surrogate marker 
for disease activity, says study 
head Tait Shanafelt, MD, a 
hematologist at the Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, Minn. 


In the 29 patients who had 
enlarged lymph nodes, 20 
saw their node size cut in half 
or more following treatment, 
he said. 

Patients took the EGCG 
pills twice a day for six 
months. EGCG was gener¬ 


ally well tolerated, but three 
patients had serious side ef¬ 
fects: one had abdominal 
pain, one had severe fatigue, 
and one had substantially el¬ 
evated liver enzymes. 

The findings were pre¬ 
sented at the American Soci¬ 


ety of Clinical Oncology an¬ 
nual meeting. 

Laboratory studies in a va¬ 
riety of tumor types have 
shown that EGCG cuts off 
the nutrient-rich blood supply 
to tumors and directly kills 
off cancer cells, Shanafelt 
says. Last year his team pub¬ 
lished a small study showing 
EGCG appears to be safe. 

If the findings are con¬ 
firmed and long-term safety 
established in larger, longer 
studies, the hope is that 
EGCG supplements can delay 
or prevent chemo, he says. 

CLL is a very slow grow¬ 
ing leukemia, he says. "So for 
the 70% to 80% of patients 
diagnosed at an early stage, 
we wait for the development 
of symptoms to start 
chemotherapy," Shanafelt 
says. 

The other potential niche 
is to use ECCG as mainte¬ 
nance therapy to prevent re¬ 
currence in patients who are 
in remission, Shanafelt says. 

EGCG supplements can 
be bought at any health food 


store, and Shanafelt says he 
receives about one email a 
month from CLL patients 
who claim they help. 

Pending further study, 
Shanafelt doesn't advise tak¬ 
ing the supplements, which 
contain much more EGCG 
than you can get from green 
tea. 

But if you are going to 
swallow them, at least tell 
your oncologist and get blood 
tests to check your liver en¬ 
zymes every six weeks, he 
says. 

Ohio State University 
Comprehensive Cancer Cen¬ 
ter's John Byrd, MD, who 
served as discussant for the 
presentation, says that pa¬ 
tients who saw early reports 
of effectiveness in the litera¬ 
ture often ask him if they 
should be taking EGCG. 

The new findings suggest 
EGCG is generally well tol¬ 
erated and appears to have 
some benefit for some pa¬ 
tients, he says. 

But much more work is 
needed, Byrd says.

US economy on the recovery 
path, says Federal Reserve 



WASHINGTON - The US 
Federal Reserve has said that 
economic activities across the 
country have improved in re¬ 
cent months, helped by in¬ 



creased consumer spending. 

This encouraging reading 
of the American economy 
comes amid rising concerns 
that the European debt turmoil 
could hit the fragile global eco¬ 
nomic recovery. 

"Economic activity conti¬ 
nued to improve... across all 
twelve Federal Reserve dis¬ 
tricts, although many districts 
described the pace of growth 
as ’modest.' Consumer spend¬ 
ing and tourism activity gener¬ 
ally increased," according to 
the Fed's latest Beige Book re¬ 
leased yesterday. 

The Beige Book provides a 
snapshot of economic activi¬ 
ties in twelve districts of the 
country. 


Clinton promises U.S. help in 
Caribbean drug fight 


BRIDGETOWN, Barbados - 
Secretary of State Hillary Clin¬ 
ton yesterday promised 
Caribbean nations more help 
in their battle against drug car¬ 
tels, which many fear are a 
growing threat as Mexico's 
U.S.-backed crackdown forces 
smugglers to seek alternative 
routes. 

Clinton's message at a 
Caribbean security meeting 
came in the wake of last 
month's violence in Jamaica, 
where at least 73 people died 
as security forces fought armed 
supporters of an accused drug 
lord wanted for extradition to 
the United States. 

"We're working to 
strengthen legal institutions 
and facilitating the investiga¬ 
tion and prosecution of all 
forms of criminal activity," 
Clinton told a meeting of re¬ 
gional foreign ministers in 
Barbados. 

"We're also applying les¬ 
sons we've learned in Colom¬ 
bia, Mexico and Central Ame¬ 
rica," Clinton added. "We're 
working to curtail the flow of 
guns and illicit funds to the re¬ 
gion and to reduce demand for 
drugs." 

Clinton's stop in Barbados 
came at the end of a four-day 


Latin America tour during 
which she sought to boost 
Washington's ties with its 
southern neighbors, many of 
whom are disappointed that re¬ 
lations have not progressed 
faster under the Obama admin¬ 
istration. 

But in the Caribbean she 
met a group of staunch U.S. 
friends who fret they may be 
falling victim to another of 
Washington's priorities — Mex¬ 
ico's battle against drug cartels. 

U.S. officials have ac¬ 
knowledged that Plan Merida, 
the $1.4 billion U.S. program 
started in 2007 to help Mexico 
fight the cartels, has had a 
"balloon effect" throughout the 
region with more drugs being 
rerouted through Central 
American and Caribbean na¬ 
tions to escape the crackdown. 

The U.S. Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration estimates 
that three-quarters of South 
American cocaine going north 
passes through Central Amer¬ 
ica, with a much smaller por¬ 
tion moving through the 
Caribbean. 

Clinton said that Washing¬ 
ton was boosting security aid 
to the Caribbean to $79 million 
in fiscal year 2011 from $45 
million in 2010, with spending 


focused on efforts to improve 
maritime patrol and interdic¬ 
tion capabilities. 

She is the third senior 
Obama administration official 
to visit the region for discus¬ 
sions on the issue, following 
Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates and Attorney General 
Eric Holder. 

Fears of drug violence 
spiked last month when sus¬ 
pected gang members in Ja¬ 
maica clashed with security 
forces seeking to enforce a 
U.S. extradition request for 
Christopher "Dudus" Coke, a 
reputed drug kingpin wanted 
in New York on drug and 
smuggling charges. 

Jamaican Prime Minister 
Bruce Golding narrowly sur¬ 
vived a no-confidence motion 
in the island's parliament after 
the opposition urged him to re¬ 
sign because of his alleged 
support of Coke, a backer of 
the ruling Jamaica Labour 
Party. 

U.S. prosecutors have de¬ 
scribed Coke as the leader of 
the "Shower Posse," which 
murdered hundreds of people 
by showering them with bul¬ 
lets during 1980s cocaine 
wars. 


Don’t overstep on financial reform, 


industry says 


MONTREAL, Canada - Po¬ 
licy makers reacting to the 
global financial crisis should 
avoid overstepping with harsh 
new rules that would have ad¬ 
verse economic effects and re¬ 
sist the urge to score political 
points, industry heads warned 
yesterday. 

The world's policymakers 
and regulators are working on 
a package of new global rules 
governing banks, derivatives 
trade, hedge funds and other 
parts of the complicated capital 
markets, aimed at avoiding fu¬ 
ture crises. 

Banks and other industry 
players blamed in part for set¬ 
ting off the global recession 
could see their profits crimped, 
particularly if the most aggres¬ 
sive proposals in the United 
States and Europe become law. 

"You have to make choices 
as regulators between those el¬ 
ements of weakness in the fi¬ 
nancial system that need to be 
and should be corrected by the 
private sector itself, and those 
where you have to intervene," 
Malcolm Knight, Deutsche 
Bank AG's vice chairman, told 
a conference of financial regu¬ 
lators here. 


Knight, addressing the Inter¬ 
national Organization of Secu¬ 
rities Commissions (IOSCO), 
warned against creating an en¬ 
vironment in which financial 
institutions have no incentives 
to securitize "even the plain 
vanilla" products. 

The conference comes as a 
U.S. congressional panel con¬ 
vened its first meeting yester¬ 
day to craft a final bill on 
financial regulatory reform. 

The Obama administration 
is pushing for tough reforms, 
which it hopes to hold out as 
an example to other nations. 
The United States is further 
along than the European Union 
in implementing changes 
pledged last year by the Group 
of 20 countries. 

The G20 will hold a summit 
in Toronto in two weeks, just 
as the U.S. congressional panel 
is due to be winding up its 
work on financial reform. 

Knight was concerned 
about the G20's approach to 
regulating the securitization in¬ 
dustry. Securitization, which 
has been blamed for contribut¬ 
ing to an implosion in the U.S. 
mortgage market triggered the 
global financial meltdown, in¬ 


volves bundling together debt 
in a package by banks, which 
they then sell to investors. 

Knight said the G20 "paid 
lip service" to understanding 
the economic importance of 
securitization. 

Another target of regulatory 
reform are complex over-the- 
counter derivatives, another 
culprit in the financial crisis, 
which likely will be funneled 
through clearinghouses and 
even exchanges once new 
rules are adopted. The G20 has 
called for greater standardiza¬ 
tion and central clearing of the 
privately arranged contracts by 
the end of 2012 to cut risk. The 
market is now unpoliced.

Capital Gate named World's 
Furthest Leaning Tower 



When it comes to leaning, 
Italy’s Leaning Tower of Pisa 
can no longer claim to going 
the furthest. 

That honor goes to the Ca¬ 
pital Gate building in Abu 
Dhabi, which was recently cer¬ 
tified as being the ’’World's 
Furthest Leaning Man-made 
Tower" by Guinness World 
Records, according to reports. 
The building leans at 18 de¬ 
grees, which is nearly five 
times that of the Tower of Pisa, 
which leans at 4 degrees. 

However, unlike the Tower 
of Pisa, the 35-story, 525-foot 
Capital Gate tower was built to 
lean 18 degrees westward. So, 
how did they do it? 

According to Abu Dhabi 
National Exhibitions Com¬ 
pany, who developed the tower, 
the building's floor plates are 
stacked vertically until the 12th 
floor, after which point they are 
"staggered over each other by 
between 300mm to 1400mm." 


ADNEC says Capital Gate also 
features "the world's first 
known use of a 'pre-cambered' 
core, which contains more than 
15,000 cubic meters of con¬ 
crete reinforced with 10,000 
tons of steel." 

The building, which boasts 
on its website that it is "de¬ 
signed to provide no symmetry 
so it amazes inside and out¬ 
side," is being touted as an 
iconic tower for the Emirates' 
capital, symbolizing the city's 
vision of the future. "Capital 
Gate is a landmark develop¬ 
ment for Abu Dhabi and with 
this recognition the tower takes 
its place among the world's 
great buildings. 

The United Arab Emirates 
is no stranger to signature 
buildings, having unveiled the 
world's tallest skyscraper, the 
Burj Khalifa, in Dubai in Jan¬ 
uary. The Capital Gate tower is 
scheduled to be completed 
later this year.

"Negotiations are still under 
way but we expect Susan 
Boyle to perform as part of the 
Papal Mass at Bellahouston 
Park," said a spokesman for 
the Bishops' Conference of 
Scotland.

Boyle's spokeswoman said 
in a statement: "Susan's man¬ 
agement are currently looking 
at the possibility of this hap¬ 
pening." She had no further 
comment.

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Woman striving to be world's heaviest

OLD BRIDGE, New Jersey - 
A New Jersey woman is wag¬ 
ing a campaign to become the 
world's heaviest living woman, 
admitting that she is as hungry 
for attention as she is for calo¬ 
rie-rich food. 

Donna Simpson, 42, weighs 
more than 600 pounds (272 
kg) and aims to reach 1,000 
pounds (455 kg). 

The mother of two children, 
ages 3 and 14, models on a 
website called supersized- 
bombshells.com, where admi¬ 
rers and the curious can pay to 
watch videos of her eating 
greasy foods or walking to the 
car. 

She has appeared in televi¬ 
sion interviews and said she 
welcomes media coverage. 

A Guinness World Records 
spokeswoman said Simpson 
has submitted a claim for the 
title of world's heaviest woman 
to give birth, a claim that is 
being reviewed. 

Among the heaviest women 
ever recorded was one who re¬ 
portedly weighed 1,800 
pounds (816 kg) and another 
who reportedly weighed 1,200 
pounds (545 kg) at the time of 
their deaths. 

Simpson said she has re¬ 
ceived a book offer and wants 
her own reality show, partly to 
give plus-size women more 
confidence. She wears size 
XXXXXL clothing, which she 
buys mostly online, and calls 
herself a member of the "fat 
acceptance community." 

"The bigger your butt is, the 
bigger belly you have, the se¬ 
xier you are," Simpson said, 
lounging on the couch of her 
suburban home 40 miles south 
of New York. 

Simpson has found a man 
who says he appreciates her 
size, and they plan to marry in 
Hawaii this year. She said air¬ 
lines are being accommodating 
of her needs. 

Her fiancee, 49-year-old 
Philippe Gouamba and the fa¬ 
ther of her 3-year-old daughter, 
said he not only finds Simpson 
attractive but is also one of 


Simpson's biggest supporters 
in her quest to expand her 
girth. 

"You look at her curves and 
see her full belly and generous 
hips," Gouamba said. "It's very 
sexy." 

Simpson said she gets e- 
mails from women who think 
they will never fall in love or 
have children because of their 
weight. 

"I just say that's not true," 
Simpson said. "I would love to 
be a voice, so that people can 
see a woman of size having a 
regular family." 

She said she also receives 
mail from people who say she 
is putting herself and her chil¬ 
dren at risk. 

Simpson spends as much as 
$750 a week on groceries, suf¬ 
fers from Type 2 diabetes and 


struggles with basic tasks such 
as cooking and taking a 
shower. 

But she dismisses critics 
who warn that her weight can 
lead to heart problems, aggra¬ 
vate her diabetes and cause 
pressure on her joints. 

"I'm very healthy. I go to 
the doctor every three 
months," she said. 

Simpson has battled weight 
issues all her life and was mer¬ 
cilessly teased. But after a 
friend died following compli¬ 
cations from gastric bypass 
surgery, she decided to quit the 
dieting and the weight pills and 
eat what she wanted. 

"I've always been comfor¬ 
table with myself," she said. "It 
was just everybody else that 
wasn't comfortable with me."

Danks, White Sox shut 
down Tigers 


Strasburg, Heyward 
headline growing list of 
emerging stars 

As the steam was still rising 
off Stephen Strasburg's scin¬ 
tillating debut, Reds right¬ 
hander Mike Leake was 
trying to improve to 6-0 in 
Cincinnati on Thursday after¬ 
noon. 

Leake opposed Giants 
catcher/first baseman Buster 
Posey, fresh off his first 
Major League home run and 
hoping to build off his .417 
batting average and eight- 
game hitting streak. 

Down in Texas, Neftali 
Feliz was hoping for a shot at 
his 16th save. And way out 
west, in Arizona, Cardinals 
lefty Jaime Garcia, owner of 
a 5-2 record and 1.47 ERA, 
was mentally preparing for 
Friday's start against the D- 
backs. 

They are but blossoming 
buds in the big leagues, yet 
their impacts are already 
being felt. While one can 
never be sure how a season 
will ultimately shake out, it's 
becoming reasonably safe to 
assert that 2010 has brought 
us one of the stronger rookie 
classes in recent memory. 
Perhaps the strongest since 
2001, when Ichiro Suzuki, 
Albert Pujols, CC Sabathia, 
Alfonso Soriano and Roy Os¬ 
walt, to name but a few, burst 
on the Major League scene. 

"For years," said Dodgers 
manager Joe Torre, "[rookies] 
would walk into the club¬ 
house saying, 'Here I am.' 
Now, they're showing why." 

They're showing why in 
Detroit, where outfielders 
Austin Jackson and Brennan 
Boesch claimed, respectively, 
the April and May AL Rookie 
of the Month Awards. 

"It's pretty cool, following 
Austin," Boesch said. "I'm 
proud of what I've accom¬ 
plished, but it's on to the next 
one. That's the way I look at it." 

And that's a good way to 
look at this assortment of bur¬ 
geoning talent. These are the 
next ones, the guys who 


could make for a Rookie of 
the Year ballot with too many 
tempting choices. 

Perhaps we should have 
known it would be a strong 
year for rookies on Opening 
Day, when Braves right 
fielder Jason Heyward home- 
red and drove in four runs in 
a rout of the Cubs. 

Heyward hasn't really let 
up since. He might be aching 
a bit from a collision with 
teammate Nate McLouth on 
Wednesday night, but that's 
nothing compared to the 
damage he's done to oppos¬ 
ing pitchers. His 40 RBIs tie 
for eighth in the NL, and his 
.910 OPS ranks 10th. 

"He's amazing," Braves 
third baseman Chipper Jones 
said. "Nothing surprises you. 
He's playing like an All-Star." 

All-Star voters appear to 
agree. Heyward leaped to 
second place among NL out¬ 
fielders in the balloting up¬ 
date released earlier this 
week, and he was challenging 
the Brewers' Ryan Braun for 
the top spot. 

But that ballot battle is 
only the beginning. When it 
comes to the balloting for the 
NL Rookie of the Year Award 
at season's end, Heyward's 
competition, especially from 
the league's precocious pitch¬ 
ers, will be stiff. 

Strasburg captured the na¬ 
tion's imagination Tuesday 
night in Washington, but let's 
not forget Leake was the first 
member of the 2009 First- 
Year Player Draft class to 
shine. Leake, a product of 
Arizona State, has somehow 
made the Minors look unnec¬ 
essary, as he carried a 5-0 
record and 2.22 ERA through 
11 starts for the Reds. 

"Right now, he's probably 
never been through a rough 
patch of pitching," teammate 
Bronson Arroyo said. "From 
Little League, high school or 
college, he's had nothing but 
success. He's come here, has¬ 
n't gotten a lot of beef from 


the guys. He's had success. 
He's in his element now. This 
is probably more normal for 
him." 

Garcia has also made suc¬ 
cess his norm in his short 
time at this level. He's al¬ 
lowed just 11 earned runs in 
11 starts, covering 67 1/3 in¬ 
nings. That’s good for a 1.47 
ERA that is the second-best 
in baseball, sandwiched be¬ 
tween Ubaldo Jimenez (0.93) 
and Roy Halladay (2.03). 
He's allowed just seven hits 
to fellow lefties. 

Even Garcia, who had 
Tommy John surgery in 
2008, has been taken back a 
bit by what he's accom¬ 
plished to this point. 

"I wouldn't say it's some¬ 
thing I expected," he said, 
"but it's been a really good 
thing. The only thing I can 
say is that I can't get satisfied 
and think it's awesome. To be 
honest with you, I came out 
of Spring Training ready to 
go and I knew I could be a 
Major League pitcher. It's just 
really helped me a lot to set 
goals in my mind." 

Garcia can look across his 
locker room and see one of 
the NL's fast-rising position 
players, third baseman David 
Freese. It would be easy for 
Freese to be forgotten in a 
lineup that includes Pujols 
and Matt Holliday, but he's 
held his own with a .311 av¬ 
erage, four homers, 32 RBIs 
and an .820 OPS. 

Two other rookie NL in¬ 
fielders who have stood out 
on the offensive end are Na¬ 
tionals shortstop Ian 
Desmond (.272 average, 31 
RBIs) and Mets first baseman 
Ike Davis (.817 OPS). Starlin 
Castro has cooled off but was 
the talk of baseball when he 
drove in six runs for the Cubs 
in his debut in early May. 

And let's not forget that 
while Strasburg was befud¬ 
dling the Bucs' bats Tuesday 
night, 20-year-old Marlins 
outfielder Mike Stanton was 
going 3-for-5 with a pair of 
runs in his big league debut in 
Philadelphia. 

And in the AL, where 
Mitch Talbot has been a rev¬ 
elation on a rebuilding Indi¬ 
ans club. A 26-year-old 
rookie, Talbot has used his 
three years' worth of Triple-A 
experience to help him tame 
some tough lineups in the 
early going. 

More talent is coming. 
Strasburg landed in Washing¬ 
ton, Stanton joined the Mar¬ 
lins. The Pirates promoted 
Brad Lincoln and Jose 
Tabata, and the Indians are 
expected to do the same with 
Carlos Santana. 


CHICAGO - The White Sox 
outlasted the Tigers 3-0 on 
Thursday to win the last se¬ 
ries on the docket before the 
big Interleague matchup with 
the Cubs. 

John Danks (5-5) was mas¬ 
terful, pitching seven scoreless 
innings while only allowing a 
single hit. Danks also racked 
up four strikeouts against three 
walks on the game. 

Omar Vizquel powered 
Chicago's offense, as his solo 
home run in the first inning 
was his first of the year. 

The White Sox teamed up 
to play a little small-ball to 
score a crucial insurance run 
in the sixth inning. 

After Gordon Beckham's 
second double in four at- 
bats, Juan Pierre success¬ 
fully bunted Beckham to 
third, and then came 
Vizquel. White Sox manager 
Ozzie Guillen called for a 


daring suicide squeeze. 
Vizquel delivered, dropping 
a bunt down right in front of 
Tigers third baseman Bran¬ 
don Inge to put the White 
Sox up 2-0. 

The White Sox encoun¬ 
tered trouble in the eighth, as 
Sergio Santos walked two 
runners after Gerald Laird's 
leadoff single to load the 
bases, but he got Johnny 
Damon to pop out and slug¬ 
ger Miguel Cabrera to strike 
out swinging to leave the 
bases jammed.
